HE roth inftant the Diet of the States 
of the lower Auftria, affembled in the 
great Hall of the Imperial Palace, and 
the Emperor being feated on his Throne, 
the Ghancellor Count Buccellini, made 

a Speech to them, containing in Subftance, { That 
“his Inmperia} Majefty made no Doubt, that 
‘ when fo numerous an Affembly had ferioufly re- 
* flected on the great and fignal Victories, with 
‘ which God had been pleas’d to blefs the Imperial 
€ Arms, and thofe of the Confederate Potentates, 
‘ they would judge it neceffary to contribute what 
was in their Power to the opening the Way toa 
« further Progrefs, feeing all the Fruit of Victory con- 
fifts in the making a right Ufe of, it. That the Eftates 
“ ought to be enccurag’d by the Confideration of the 
* happy Succefs of the Alliances which his Imperial 
* Majefty had made with other Potentates; to 
© which Alliances were owing the confiderable Army 
‘ fent by the Queen of Great Britain and the States 
“ General, from the Thames to the Danube,a March 
* without Example in Hiftory ; the Auxiliary Troops 
‘ of the King of Denmark, Poland, and Pruffia, of 
* the EleStor Palatine, of the Circles of Franconia 
© and Swabia, and of feveral other Princes and States 
of the Empire, &c. 

‘ That he could not pafs over in Silence, the Con- 
¢ queft of the Town of Amberg and of all the Upper 
 Palatinate,perform’d under the Command of Field- 
¢ Marfhal Count Erbeville ; the taking of Statamhof 
* by Affault; the Deliverance and Recovery of the 
* Towns of Ratisbon, Ulm, Ausburg, Memmingen 
¢ and Kempten ; the Enemy’s abandoning the Mai- 
* graviate of Burgou ; the fignal Victory gain’d near 
¢ Donawert, under the valiant Conduct of the Lieu- 
* tenant General the Margrave Louis of Baden, and 
* of my Lord the Princc and Duke of Marlborough ; 
* the Victory, the like to which has not happen’d in the 
* Memory of any Man living, nor do the Annals of Eu- 
* rope afford its Parallel, won under the Heroick Con- 
* duct of the Field-Marfhal and Prefident of his Im- 
* perial Majefty’s aulick Council of War, Prince 
* Eugene of Savoy, and of the faid Prince and Duke 
* of Marlborough ; and the great Victory cbtain’d 
“ lately in Hungary under the Direction of the Field- 
* Marfhal Count Heifter. 

* That it might from thefe Inftances be concluded, 
* that the Triumphs with which the Enemy flatter’d 
‘ themfelves too foon, have been render’d vain and 
* confounded, and that God, the juft Fudge, has given 
* the Vittory to the juft Caufe ; having rhereto added 
« the Conqueft of the important Fortrefs of Landau, 
* where the King of the Romans fignaliz’d himfelf 
* fo glorioufly ; the Reftitution of Keufsftein in Ti- 
* rol, and of feveral Towns and ftrong Places of Ba- 
varia. 

* But that, as was faid above, thefe advantages 
* ought to be improv’d, and a way open’d to further 
* Succeffes, till common Caufe be fecur’d againtft 
“all the Attempts of the Enemy ; which is to be 
* done by recruting the Armies, eftablifhing Maga- 


* zines, and taking early Meafures for all other Pre- 
of War. Concluding, that his Imperial 
* Majefty made no doubr his faithful Eftates would 
‘on this Occafion give him Proofs of their Zeal for 
‘ thegood of the common Caufe &c, 

The Count d’ Abensberg and Traun, Marfhal 
of the Province, made anfwer to this Effect, that 
‘ norwlthftanding the great Damage the Province 
* had fuffer’d, the Eftates would not fail to exert the 
* Force and Means they had left, to fecond the juft 
‘ Intentions of his Imperial Majefty for the publick 
‘ Good and Peace of Europe. 

From the Harlem Courant, dated Feb. 3. 

Salamanca, Jan. 8. They write from Madrid, that 
half an Hour before the Garrifon of Gibraltar made 
their Sally the 26th of December, the Marquis de 
Villadarias had notice of their Defign by a Deterter : 
and fo oblig’d the Enemy, with little Lofs, to retire 
into the Place agen: Bur that in the Sally they made 
the 31ft of Decemb.they did us great Damage,{poiling 
and burniug fome of our Works, and killing 32 of 
our Men and wounding 60: Deferters report the E- 
nemy had but ro Men kill’d in that Sally. All the 
Marines the Baron de Pointis had on board his Squa- 
dron, are in full March to the Camp before Gibral- 
tar ; as alfo 3500 veteran Soldiers from the Frontiers 
of Eftramadura and Caftile, under the Command of 
the Marquis de Thouy, who propofes ro arrive be- 
fore Gibraltar by the 15th of this Month: Thefe 
Forces will augment the Number of Men before Gi- 
braltar to about 9000 ; with which the Court is deter- 
min’d to profecute this Siege with the urmoft Vigour, 
coft what it will ; and notwithftanding one of theKing’s 
Minifters mov’d in Council that the Siege might be 
broken up, urging thatthe Garrifon had receiv’d fresh 
Succours from Portugal; that the Baron de Pointis nor 
keeping the ftation he was order’d, mifs'd intercepting 
them ; that above sooc00 Pieces of Eight had al- 
ready been expended in the Siege, and that Funds 
of further Supply were wanting. The King, ‘tis 
faid, filenc’d this Minifter, by declaring roundly, that 
he was refolv’d to facrifice his whole Monarchy, or 
wreft Gibraltar, the Key of Spain, out of the Linc- 
my’s Hands. 
7 From the Paris Gazette, dated Jan. 31: 

Madrid, Jan. 13. The Letters we have receiv'd 
from the Camp before Gibraltar contain only the 
Particulars of the Continuation cf the Works contri- 
ved for the Security of the Trenches (which were 
advanc’d within 20 Paces of the Covert-way,) pre- 
paratory to a general Affault, which is to be given 
when the Reinforcements are arriv’d. From the 3d 
to the 7th the Befieged made no Sally, thofe they 
firft made after they had receiv’d Succours not fic- 
ceeding, and having coft them a great many Men. 
The Night between the * 16th and- 17th, a pretty 
confiderable Number of them fallied, and were re- 
puls’d with great Lofs. Thefe Letters add, that a 
very violent South-wind ‘had oblig’d the Enemy’s 
Squadron to put out of the Bny to gain Sea-room ? 
only 2 Frigates ftaid behind: The reft have not ap- 


pear’d fince.

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Pars, Jan. 31. We have Advice from the Camp 
betore Verue of the 18th of this Month, that the 
Fauffe-braye or firft Wall of the Place was ruin’d by 
the Effect of the Mines which the Duke of Vendome 
had caus’ to be made under it: that there were 
large Breaches in the Baftions of the 2d Wall, and 
thar the third was damag’d fo much, that it was 
hop’d the Place would foon be taken. Thefe Advices 
fay likewife, that a great Number of Cannon, which 
had newly been brought to the Camp,were battering 
the Place. 

From the Paris Letter, dated Jan. 30. 

Pars, Jan. 30. The laft Courier from the Camp 
before Gibraltar reports, that the Spaniards exprets 
great Ardour and Willingnefs to go on with the Siege 
of that Place : That they impatiently expect the Re- 
inforcement of Troops led by M. de Brancaccio ; 
as alfo Ammunitions, which began to be wanted : 
And that the Enemy’s Squadron was gone out of the 
Streights into the Ocean, either to revictual at Lis- 


‘bon, or to return to England. The Melting of the 


Snow has very much retarded the carrying on the 
Works againft Verue. And feveral Days and Nights 
have been {pent in emplying the Trenches of the 
Snow and Water: During which time the Artillery 
continued playing on both fides. We are inform’d 
by the laft Letters from that Camp, that the new 
Supply of Artillery was arriv’d there, and that they 
were preparing to makea terrible Fire of Cannon 
and Mortars. Monfieur de Chamarant is coming hi- 
ther from thence, to follicit a Caufe that is now in 
Suic: And feveral other Officers are coming away, 
the Duke of Vendome having yet denied Leave to 
none. We are now inform’d that Monfieur de Lapa- 
ra, the fam’d Ingenier, is not gone to the Camp be- 
fore Gibraltar, (as was faid in our laft,) ba: to Italy. 
2000 Piftoles were advanc’d to him beiore he began 
his Journey ; which makes it prefum’d fome Enter- 
prize of Confequence is intended to be put in Exe- 
cution. Some Men will have it he is to fortify Veil- 
lane, and render it a Poft of Importance ; and others 
retend he is gone towards Villa Franca, and that 
12 Ships of War and 8 Galleys are order’d to be fit- 
red out at Toulon. 
From the Leiden Courant, dated Feb. 4. 
Pars, Jan.30. The Naval Preparations that are 
making at Thoulon and Marfeilles, are faid to be in 
Order to the attacking of Nice and Villa Franca, by 
Sea; while the Duke de la Feuillade attacks them by 
Land; and that the Ingenier Monfieur Lapara is 
gone to Savoy to be employ’d in this Expedition.

Collonel Boinenburg, 
who took the Marfhal de Tallard Prifoner, is arriv’d 
here, and will go over to England.
